Puerto Cortez, Honduras, May 14, 1902. 

Sir : I have the honor to make the following report of the conditions 
and transactions at this port during the week ended May 14. 1902 : 

Population according to census of 1896, 1,856. Present officially esti- 
mated population, 2,000. Number of cases and deaths from yellow 
fever during the week, none ; number of cases and deaths from small- 
pox during the week, none ; number of cases and deaths from typhus 
fever during the week, none ; number of cases and deaths from cholera 
during the week, none ; number of cases and deaths from plague during 
the week, none; number of deaths from other causes during the week, 
none. Prevailing disease, malarial fever. General sanitary condition 
of this port and the surrounding country during the week, good. 

Bills of health were issued to the following vessels : May 8, steamship 
Breakwater, number of crew, 40 ; number of passengers from this port, 6 ; 
pieces of baggage disinfected, 11. May 10, steamship Hiram, number of 
crew, 15 ; number of passengers from this port, 4 ; pieces baggage disin- 
fected, 2.

Report from Naples. 

Naples, Italy, May 5, 1902. 

Sir : I have the honor to report that for the week ended May 3, 1902, 
the following ships were inspected at Naples : 

April 29, the steamship B»gina Elena, of the Navigazione Generale 
Italiana, bound with passengers and cargo for New York. There were 
inspected aud passed 695 steerage passengers and 75 pieces of large bag- 
gage; 1,200 pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam. 

April 30. the steamship Algeria, of the Anchor Line, bound with pas- 
sengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected and passed, 
1,074 steerage passengers and 160 pieces of large baggage ; 1,400 pieces 
of baggage were disinfected by steam. 

April 30, the steamship Gallia, of the Fabre Line, bound with pas 
sengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected and passed 
1,111 steerage passengers and 90 pieces of large baggage; 1,100 pieces 
of baggage were disinfected by steam.
